Worry no more fitness buffs, the weight room in the 
Health, Physical Education and Recreation building is 
going to expand into approximately 6,400 square feet 
of weight training and cardiovascular exercise space. 

Four racquetball courts will be taken out and made 
into a large weight facility, which should be completed 
before the Fall 2000 semester. 

The cost of this will be approximately $225,000. 
Joe Kaminski, director of campus recreation, said the 
money being spent for the weight room is coming from 
reserve funds, savings from the university and student 

‘fees. 

“One thing to ramember is we are waiting for final 
approval fromthe Board of Regents,” Kaminski said. 

Freshman Shawn Riddle is happy about the plans 
for a new facility. “The gym could be a lot better and 
more people would come and be more involved if they 
get this improved,” Riddle said. “Our tuition money 
should be used for this because not many students 
have additional money to spend to belong to a health 
club.” 

“What we are happy about is there will be free

weights and it will be open the whole time the facllity is 
open,” Kaminski said. 

Students using the HPER facilities regularly won't 
notice much disruption.

except the four racquetball courts,” Kaminski said. “All 
that will be disrupted are the four courts, but the other 
courts will still be in use.” 

Jill Herold, undergraduate student at UNO, believes 
this is what UNO needs.

LB 1405 Moves to Legislative Floor 
as Head of UNMC Fetal Cell Team 
Named Fulbright Scholar

The Nebraska Legislature voted 28-17 Monday to move LB 1405 out 
of the Judiciary Committee to the Legislative floor. 

The bill would ban the use of aborted fetal tissue in research, including 
research currently underway at the University of Nebraska Medical Center. 

“Despite the fact that the bill has been moved to the floor, it still has a 
long way to go before it can become law," said Bob Bartee, executive 
assistant to the chancellor, in a statement issued by UNMC. “We would 
have preferred to not have the bill move to the legislative floor. However, 
the legislature wants to debate this issue further, and we welcome the 
opportunity for this forum to occur.” 

The statement came three days after the announcement that Howard 
Gendelman was named a J. William Fulbright Research Scholar. 

‘This is one of the most competitive awards in science,” said Harold 
Maurer, chancellor of UNMC. “It's a recognition that goes to only the best 
and brightest of individuals. This is certainly another strong validation of 
the outstanding research being done by Dr. Gendelman and his col- 
leagues.” 

Gendelman's research focuses on neurodegenerative disorders. 
Under his direction, group of scientists at UNMC discovered a way to 
reverse AIDS-related dementia, which previously lead to death within 
months after symptoms appeared. 

A portion of Gendelman's research involved the use of fetal brain cells 
from elective abortions which has been at the center of the debate that 
prompted LB 1405. 

Gendelman will be leaving later this year to spend eight months at the 
Weizman Institute of Science in tsrael, considered to be one of the world’s 
leading centers for neuroscience research. There, he will serve as a sci- 
entific ambassador for the United States and study nerve regeneration. 

“The Fulbright recognition is truly an Incredible opportunity,” 
Gendelman said. 


The Fulbright Program was established in 1946 to increase mutual

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Health Services Offers Free HIV Testing

Student Health services provides a variety of services for 
students, from providing them with information on health- 
related topics, to giving check-ups, and now they have 
added a new service, Starting on Apr. 1 this year, Health 
Services will be dong free HIV testing open to all UNO stu- 
dents. 

This is the first ‘ime Student Health Services has been 
able to do HIV testing. Marcia Adler, coordinator of Student 
Health Services, and Julie Kalasek, clinical nurse, have 
received their training and are now certified to do anony- 
mous, confidential, HIV testing. . _ 

Adler said that Health Services has always done free 
STD testing. 

“There’s a common misconception that one blood test 
shows everything,” Adler said. 

Adler said that each blood drawing is only tested for the 
specified elements that are indicated. In the past students 
would have had to have their blood taken to test for STDs, 
now it can be also be tested for HIV. 

The HIV testing process is very easy. 

“if a student would like to have their HIV status checked, 
they have a form to fill out — ‘I want HIV testing’, or ‘I want 
to speak to a nurse’,” Adler said, 

After the form is filled out, an appointment is set. On the 
day of the appointment-the student comes in to first visit with 
a nurse for risk assessment, then the student has their blood 
drawn. Adler said that the entire process takes about 25 to 
30 minutes. After, the blood sample is sent to a lab to get 
assessed. The results come back in about seven to 10 days, 
and the student comes in to see the results. 

“After seeing the test results, they are run through the 
shredder,” Adler said. “The test results don't go on a medical 
record, and cannot be considered as legal evidence.” 

Adler said that the test results cannot be used as legal 
evidence if the need arises because the person's personal 
information is not used on the test results form — it is all 
anonymous. 

“| hope students will take advantage of this service,” 
Adler said. 

She said that last year on Oct. 10, Nebraska AIDS

Project came to UNO to do free HIV testing and 10 people 
came in for testing, so Adler is hoping that this service will 
be successful. 

“| would hope that anybody who has any doubt in their 
mind, will come in. It's our hope that students think before 
they act, kind of knowing that it’s (the HIV testing) important 
enough that the campus wants it here.” 

Adler also said that Student Health Services is funded by 
the students for the students, and that they are open to any 
suggestions. 

“We'd love to know what those are. If it’s feasible to do, 
we'll do it.”

The AMS agency DOES NOT 
provide funding for programming for 
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each of the previously mentioned organi- 
zations’ individual functions. 


Secondly, President/Regent Will 
Marunda and_ Legislative Public 
Relations Pete Wetzel did speak to 
Richard wood regarding the regental po!- 
icy of SG/UNO agency programming. 
He, however, is not a regent. Richard 
Wood's official position is that of vice 
president of legal council to the 
Nebraska University System.

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Erin Brockovich Review 


Julia Roberts’ newest film, “Erin Brockovich,” will 
inevitably be compared to two other films: “Norma 
Rae” and “A Civil Action.” 

Other than vaguely similar storylines, “Erin 
Brockovich” is unlike either of the two. It’s smarter, 
sexier and funnier. 

Roberts plays the title character, a former beauty 
queen turned mother of three. With her delightfully gar- 
ish outfits and spitfire attitude, Brockovich is a goldfish 
in a pool full of sharks when she is hired on as a sec- 
retary at the law firm run by crusty lawyer Ed Masry 
(Albert Finney}. 

Apparently, this goldfish has teeth of her own. 
Brockovich’s fiery wit shows various verbal exchanges 
with her disapproving co-workers, scenes which pro-

vide more than a few worthy laughs. 

But Brockovich’s savvy and overall congeniality 
(guess she has at least a few beauty queen qualities 
still in her) are put to the test when she decides to 
investigate a pro-bono case that had been left to lan- 
guish in the file cabinets. 

In the tiny hamlet of Hinkley, Calif., the mega-pow- 
erful Pacific Gas & Electric Company has been dump- 
ing water with high amounts of hexavalent chromium 
(which apparently is really, really bad for you) into 
unprotected ponds. Just about everyone in town has 
experienced ailments ranging from benign cysts to 
deadly cancers of every type (why no one in town ever 
noticed this extremely abnormal rate of disease before 
Erin shows up is never explained). 

Through simple research and 
a whole lot of file digging, 
Brockovich uncovers the link 
between the toxic substance and 
diseases. ; 

Legal woes and personal 
problems ensue. Brockovich's 
priorities are questioned, and it 
seems that even despite over- 
whelming evidence, Brockovich 
and her group of underdogs will 
never win. 

Without giving away too 
| much, those who were disap- 
pointed with “A Civil Action's” 
B very unsatisfying ending will find 
their fair share of solace in this 
film. Thankfully, the ending of this 
movie departs from the tradition-

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al Hollywood formula of a long, drawn out ending, which 
tends to be a killjoy. Viewers are allowed to enjoy their 
buzz, metaphorically speaking. 

As for individual performances, the spotlight undeniably 
belongs to Roberts. Hopefully, the film’s early-year release 
won't hurt her chances at an Oscar, of which she is more 
than deserving. 

No other actress could have filled the character of 
Brockovich with as much charm and sincerity as Roberts 
has. !t is almost as if the role were tailored specially to fit 
her. 

Albert Finney, who nearly outmatches Roberts, will 
almost certainly be nominated for more than a few Best 
Supporting Actor awards (maybe even an Oscar, but you 
can’t count on the Academy to nominate those who 
deserve it). 

Unfortunately, Aaron Eckhart, who was so great in “in 
the Company of Men,” is underused here as Brockovich's 
sympathetic but neglected biker boyfriend, George. 

While Susannah Grant’s surprisingly humorous and 
touching script could easily have been turned into another 
run-of-the-mill “little guy vs. big corporation” movie, director 
Steven Soderbergh has managed to highlight the finer 
points of the story. Soderbergh (“Out of Sight,” “The 
Limey”) should be commended for being unselfish and not 
injecting too much of his usual “coolness” into the movie. 
The movie benefits greatly from his subtle direction, which 
allows the characters and story to shine instead. 

“Erin Brockovich” is a welcome change to the feel-good 
movie format. With outstanding performances, superb 
direction and an excellent story to tell, “Erin Brockovich” Is 
a film just about everyone should, and undoubtedly will, 
enjoy thoroughly. Grade: A ;

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Finally, there’s the issue of-the show's content. It's 
completely worthless! | would venture to guess that 73 
percent of the show is wasted on the aggravating banter 
between the anchors, 14 percent on useless informa- 
tion, 10 percent on a random selection of already tired 
music videos, with a mere three percent devoted to 
actual useful information.
